The primary reason for the development of the present biblio- 
graphy was to provide a set of references that would be useful to 
individuals who have direct responsibility for managing the behavior 
of others in various educational and clinical settings. To meet 
this goal, items have been selected for inclusion that describe or 
illustrate specific methods of behavior modification. Tnis means 
that many excellent papers have been omitted when in the judgement 
of the compilers their major concern was with theoretical issues 
or when they had only minimal concern for the behavior change of a 
specific individual affected by specific procedures. General 
edited works that include data oriented papers have also been 
listed. 

A further limitation placed upon the inclusion of papers was 
the compilers* decision to list only those that were conceived of 
within some learning theory framex^ork. This is not to imply that 
all the papers were conceived of within the same learning tlieory 
framework. We also do not imply that all behavior change must be 
conceptualized within some form of learning theory. We have made 
the decision to include some items where we did not have the com- 
plete reference. In each of these cases there is sufficient 
information provided to contact the original author to obtain 
furthur information. 
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
